Large num- 
bers of the population in the 
states where I have been will be 
in distress all next winter and 
the actual suffering will not be 
confined to a few. Corn is back- 
ward and looks sickly, and cot- 
ton is not thriving any more 
than corn." 

"When I contemplate all I 
have, seen in the different sec- 
tions, I have a sensation of pity 
for the stricken communities."

It is probably not generally 
nown that the United States 
f>ends annually 00 elementary 
education about $227,000,000— 
exact figures for 1I100-1001 
were, according to the report of 
the Tinted States Commissioner 
of Education, 1290,018,286. Eu- 
rope spent during the same pe- 
riod approximately $240,000,000. 
The enrollment in tne element- 
ary schools of Europe is, how- 
ever, in the neignborhood of 45,- 
000,000, while in the United 
States it is not much more than 
16,000,000, although it is esti- 
mated that there were in 1901 
almost 22,000,000 children of 
school-going age in this country. 
Our yearly expenditure per pu- 
pil averages twentj-two dollars. 

Some profit may be gained 
from a comparison of the 
amounts spent yearly bv repre- 
sentative American cities for the 
maintenance and operation of 
their public schools. New York 
spent in a single year $19,731,- 
629 ; Chicago follows witfi an out- 
lay of $8,503,493; Philadelphia's 
expenditure was $8,319,604; Bos- 
ton's, 3,043,640; Baltimore's, $1- 
417,392; Cleveland's, $1,257,345, 
and Washington's, $1,182,91(5. 
New Orleans is at the end of the 
list , with an expense of only 
$478,025. St. Louis, by the way, 
pays more for its police depart- 
ment than for its police depart- 
ment than for its schools; $1,- 
602,1 S2 for the former as against 
11,580,140 for the latter— a ratio 
of cme dollar for the police to 
ninety- five cents for the schools.

The Beaches of Former Ages. 

A striking example of the 
close relation between the fauna 
and flora of the present sea bed 
and that of not so very ancient 
phenomena, is seen in the "rais- 
ed beaches" which extend for 
many miles along the California 
coast near Santa Cruz. Fifty 
feet or more above the present 
ocean line of well-consolidated 
calcareous concretionary rocks 
protruding, by reason of their 
superior hardness, from the face 
of the cliffs, largely composed of 
and containing shells and other 
organic remains, identical with 
those in the present ocean, 
though by dynamic forces raised 
50 feet or more above it, and 
resting upon the titled edges of 
older marine rocks. Such raised 
beaches occur ot many points 
along the sea cliffs of the Pacific 
Coast from Alaska to Terra del 
Fuego, marking a general eleva- 
tion of the west coast in compar- 
atively very recent times. Dar- 
win noticed such raised beaches 
at an altitude of over 3 ,030 feet 
above the present ocean in South 
America, showing that the South 
American Continent on its west 
side had been elevated to that 
extent in comparatively recent

An Illinois Central freight 
train switching in the ' yards in 
Ashley,, 111., Sunday night back- 
ed into an L. <fc N. train standing 
on the crossing, striking a car 
loaded with corn.
